Certifications during his career; on April 20, 1983, he was

awarded the "Firefighter III" certificate; on September 29,

1984, he achieved "Fire Apparatus Engineer"; on October 2,

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earned "Certified Instructor II"; on January 23, 1992, he

received "Certified Fire Officer I"; on March 12, 2010, he

earned "Hazmat Incident Command"; and

WHEREAS, Gary Bober earned numerous accolades from the

Streamwood Fire Department for his meritorious service,

including the "Disaster Service Medal" on February 28, 1999 for

participating in 3 structure fires and the "Meritorious Service

Award" on June 6, 1999 for rescuing a victim from a residential

structure fire; and

WHEREAS, Gary Bober and his wife, Anna, have 2 daughters,

Tracey and Jill; therefore, be it
